business must do its share. When I 
say all business I 
refer 
to the 


farms, factories, the markets, and 
the shops,—to the merchants, the 
farmers, and the manufacturers, wo 
special line of industry can be espe- 
cially favored and escape slioulder- 
ing its share of the redaction in 
values through the readjustment of 
conditions. 
"The banks of the country'ordin 


arily at this season of the year have 
collected the loans, made during the 
season to the agricultural interests. 
Heretofore the farmer has marketed 
lis product before this time, paid off 
his obligations to .the banks and had 
money on deposit. Banks have come 
to expect that this would' be done 
and had so arranged their affairs 
This year the expected licjuidation 
did not take place through the farm- 
ers withholding their product-from 
the market.. It caused-greater or 
less stringency of money in the va- 
rious localities. 
The banks 
were 


compelled to restrict their 
loans 


and oftentimes, to seek by borrow 
ing money outside .to relieve the lo 
cal situation.

nual Report to the 


Governor 


The mortality late among young 


business enterprises is high in Wis- 
consin because of inadequate provH- 
sitm for financing, the Securities Di- 
vision of the Railroad commission 
says in its annual report to tine Gov- 
ernor. It calls this lack of provi- 
sion for backing up the small be- 
ginning concerns' "a disease in our 
financial system." 


"Adequate- provision is made (or 


financing old and well-established 
enterprises," the report says, "but 
no provision is made in oor financial 
system for financing new enterpris-' 
es. 
The large investment houses 


which are equipped to investigate 
the possibilities of » business and 
develop the financial plan and busi- 
ness organization of a company are 
unwilling to sell eecuritiee of new 
companies. 


"The resuit !s that many new en- 


terprises -of merit are compelled to 
get- their capital from the small in- 
vestor. Generally little thought has 
been given to the financial needs of 
the company and very little effort 
has been made to secure an organ- 
ization capable of handling it. The 
stock lias toeen usually sold by per- 
sons interested not so ranch in the 
welfare of the company as in tfte 
amount of money to be received for 
disposing of the stock. The busi- 
ness is as a result almost doomed 
from -tfee start, and naturally the 
mortality rate is high." 


This condition was said to be not 


only a hardsSrip on the investor but 
a distinct economic loss to the state, 
in that if a -substantial portion .of 
the money lost in such enterprises 
could be conserved for the promo- 
tion and development and develop- 
ment of legitimate and properly or- 
ganized concerns, ft would serve to 
promote business stability. 


Under existing 
laws, before a 


perjn.it is issued ~by the commission, 
the promoter is required to give an 
account of the cost of doing busi- 
ness, the necessary organization for 
the business, the Mark«t for the 
company's prod-uct, the competition 
it "will encounter, and other matters 
essential to its success. 


Tjhe comsmissxm in less than a 
year'ias caused the -arrest -and -con- 
viction of seven persons selling se- 
curities wdfliout permit whfle sev- 
eral other arrests were said to have 
been made and are pending in court. 


The report states that it is :too 


early to know fully fhe effect of the 
Blue Sky law. The mere passage of 
the law was said to have had an ef- 
fect in keeping o-uif of the state many 
.stock-swindling schemes. Organiza- 
tions whose .securities are -clearly 
fraudulent would prefer not to sell 
in the state than to take the chance 
of having the true nature of "their 
enterprise discovered, it was said.

BASEBALL MEN ARE 


NTHUSIASTIC OVER 
ACTION OF COURTS 


Ruling That Professional Base- 


ball is Not Commerce Grali- • 


fying to Officials 


BY JACK KEENE. 


Baseball men are enthusiastic over 


the decision of the court of appeals 
of the District of Columbia, which 
holds that the playing of profes- 
sional baseball is riot commerce as 
defined by the United States court 
and that baseball is not subject to 
the anti-trust law. They say that 
the verdict, which reverses the ver- 
dict of $264,000 handed 
down in 


1919 in favor of the Baltimore club 
of the defunct 
Federal 
league, 


could not have come at a better 


' "The court has ruled that profes- 
sional baseball is sport," said John 
Heydler, president of the National 
league, last night in rejoicing over 
the victory of organized baseball. 


In 1919 the stockholders of the 


Baltimore club refused to subscribe 
to the peace terms made with or- 
ganized baseball, and sued in the 
supreme court of the 
District.of

The statement made in the press 


of yesterday that Madison has the 
lowest school tax rate, 
failed to 


take into consideration the fact that 
there is approximately a two mill 
loan which would make Madison s 
tax rate for school purposes nearer 
six than four mills. Ot course, the 
•tax commission took into considera- 
tion only the records but in doing 
so, the false impression 
may 
be 


given that Madison is not spending 
en a par with many other cities in 
the state. 
When one considers that the ac- 


tual -expenditures for 
school pur- 


poses aro more than reported, Mad- 
ison sanks between tenth and fif- 
teenth rather than the lowest. It is 
admitted that greater expenditures 
are necessary for our schools,- but 
our people at home'and throughout 
the state should not he griven the 
implied impression that Madison has 
the lowest expenditure for 
school 


purposes. 
. 
, The statement that Madison has 
the highest per capita bonded debt 
means little or nothing from a prac- 
tical .standpoint. 
The statement 


means only what it says. When we 
make comparisons we lind that Mad- 
ison can spend $1,200,000 (as of Dec. 
31 1919) before reaching the debt 
limit, while cities like Superior can 
spend on improvements' and needs 
only $400,000, Green Bay only ?900,- 
000 and Oshkosh only $500,000. 


On the other hand, the tax rate 


in Madison has been the lowest of 
any city in or near her class. In 
1919, Madison's tax rate was 20 
mills, while Green Bay had a tax 
rate of over 22 mills, Janesville 27 
mills, Bel-pit, 29 mills, Kenosha 30 
mils, La Crosse 25 mills, Oshkosh 
25 mills, Racine 25 mills, and so or 
down the line. The ratio of assess- 
d to true value, always a logical 
oint from which to arpe tax com- 
arisons, varies in various cities of 
he state.

ATTACKING CO-EDUCATION 


f UST when the women of America are rejoicing that they have 
«l equal rights with men to life, liberty and the pursuit of hap- 
piness,- the women of Cornell University are being subjected to 
indignities and threats. There is a revolt against co-education 
partly based on that old Garden of Eden grievance. 
The men 


at the university say that the girls with their extreme dress 
constitute a distracting temptation. With the girls rigged out 
so attractively, the men's only books are woman's looks. And 
the study of these books does not help them any with their ex- 
aminations. 
, 


Besides, .the girls want to go to the movies, to the restaur- 


ants for evening dinners, and out to the toboggan slide. All of 
which take valuable time. 


Then there is another bunch of students who object to the 


girls because they say they introduce an enervating effect on 
college athletics. The girl co-eds had the audacity a while ago 
to join in a parade to give the football team a send-off when 
they went to play Dartmouth. Many of the boys did not like 
this and it is particularly the fraternity students who aje at- 
tacking co-education. 


If the girl students cannot be put out, at least they want 


them segregated so that they shall go to separate classes and 
lectures, like the Barnard College students. 


The Cornell Daily Sun cannot afford space enough to print 


all that the students want to say about the controversy, so 
pamphlets are being issued, some of them appear daily. 


"The Critic" appeared, printed in italic black-face, on pink 


paper, dealing out sarcastic advice like this: "Oh! you big 
strong men, preserve unsullied your virgin masculinity." An- 
other pamphlet was entitled the "Cornell Morning Mail?' It 
protests against unfair discrimination and says that if a co-ed 
can run the hundred in 9:3, she ought to be placed on the track 
learn in spite of the fact that she is a woman. And the Morn- 
ing Mail in sarcasm advocates other reforms such as the re- 
moval of women nurses from the infirmary, claiming that they 
"exercise an unfair advantage over a man when he is down." 


In the serious discussions, the women are boasting that 


they hold their own in scholarship and win more college honors 


ELthe men. They say that not alone at Cornell but at other 


co-educational institutions, the Phi Beta Kappa is more often 
awarded to women than to the men. 


Nine students signed a letter alleging that co-education In 


western institutions was a failure. Mrs. Anna Botsford Corn- 
stock declares that she had occasion recently to visit six of these 
institutions, four of them state universities, and found co-educa- 
tion so flourishing in them all that no one even thought of ques- 
tioning it. She also sets forth that there is reason to believe 
th:1' 'he women colleges may soon open their doors to men

«HE throttling hand of infringing taxation must be taken 


off the throat of business with little delay, if the amount 


of capital required for the country's needs is to become avail- 
able." 


Thus begins an editorial in a corporation-owned newspaper 


which advocates the repeal of the excess profit tax and the im- 
position in place of it of Otto Kahn's sales tax. 


It would be difficult for human ingenuity to devise a more 


vexatious or unjust tax than the sales tax. But big business, 
flushed with the victory of Harding's election, anticipates that 
it can have anything in the way of legislation which it desires. 
And it wants to relieve the millionaires and profiteers from the 
comparatively small taxes which are now imposed upon them, 
and have the burden transferred to the backs of the poor. 


Mr. Kahn says that indirect taxation now barely produces 


25 per cent of the country's total revenue. Indirect taxes are 
of course, the kind which hare paid by the property classes and 
direct taxes are those paid by wealth. Mr. Kahn says that the 
excess profits tax is "one which everyone objects to." 
But we 


have heard no objection from the farmers or the wage workers 
and these two classes constitute so large a proportion of our 
total citizenship that they should not be thought of as "classes" 
but rather as the people. 


Mr. Kahn also says: "The ordinary citizen need not fear to- 


day that the, business man is'trying to devise unfair taxes," and 
the newspaper quoted, with unconscious humor says that "Mr. 
Kahn's testimony to this is the most enlightening and interest- 
ing portion of his address."

address: 


"I advise the business community to go slow in -sponsoring 


any methods of taxation which may be. calculated to create the 
impression upon the great body of public officials that business 
men in their contribution to the thought on tax revision, and 
the representatives of business men, are mainly concerned with 
conserving their own interests and aiming to curtail their due 
share of the fiscal burden which the country must bear as a 
legacy of the war."

Twine 
was 16 cts. a pound and it takes 
4 to 5 pounds per acre of wheat. I 
wouldn't care to receive the_ check 
he would get for chickens raised on 
weed seed in fence corners. I doi)"t 
ride around in an auto, nor 
sit 


around in the shade when my crops 
need me but Fm certainly dissatis- 
fied with the ' condition of thing's 
and I'm not alone about it. You'll 
hear it wherever you go in the 
country. Old people who have lived 
on farms all their Jives say they 
have never before witnessed such 
general dissatisfaction. And why? 
Because at present very few farm- 
ers make even and in the-future 
there will be nothing with which to 
replace worn out implements and 
guard against any extra expenses 
of which the. farmers has his full 
share.

any more, twice it was hurt by rust 
and this year by smut.
